FRANCE AND SIAM. 


A Report That War Has Broken Out 
Between the Two Countries. 


NO PROSPECTSOF THE READMISSION OF 
JESUITS IN GERMANY. 


The Emperor and Protestant Bodies Gen-

PARIS, June 23.—Oalcutta dispatches say 
that war has broken out between the French 
and the Siamese. Already the Annamese, 
friendly to France, have engaged in hostili- 
ties with the Slamese along the Me-Kong 
River, while their enemies have rayaged ter- 
ritory under French protection. No news 
has been received from M. Pavie, the French 
officer, who is in command ofa small expedi- 
tion charged with the work of rectifying the 
frontier, and it is feared the party has fallen 
into the hands of the belligerent natives. 


FATHER CURCOI’S BOOK.

Rome, June 23.—The Italian public are look . 
ing forward with considerable interest to the 
publication of the book of the late Father 
Curcois, entitled ‘*Useful Memoriais of a Use- 
less Life.’’ Itis believed the book will sur- 
pass in interest the book, ‘‘Appolis’’ of the 
late Cardinal Newman, and will throw a 
strong ight on the interior workings of the 
church, Father Ourcoil, who died near 
Florence was persecuted for a number of 
years becaused he had opposed, or at least 
ceased to support, the doctrine of the tem- 
poral power of the Pope.

LONDON, June 23.—A Berlin dispatch says 
the leading Catholics there have come to the 
conclusion that there is no prospect at pres- 
ent of readmission of the Jesuits. The Em- 
peror is believed to be opposed to them and 
Protestant bodies generally throughout 
Prussia are adverse toany change that could 
permit the powerful order toreturn. The 
Government appreciates the force of this 
feeling and is not likely tooffendit. The 
Catholic hierarchy, however, continues to 
demand the complete repeal of alllaws dis- 
criminating against the Catholic faith, its 
members and the orders.

THE BOND CONVENTION AND NEGOTIATIONS 
FOR RECIPROCITY. 

OTTAWA, June 23.—Premier Abbott yester- 
day presented a message to the Senate from 
the Governor-General transmitting further 
correspondence relating to the Bond Con- 
vention and negotiations for reciprocity. It 
shows that the Government of Sir John Mac- 
donald first asked to be included in the Bond 
Convention in the shape of a joint com- 
mission. Mr. Blaine, however, distinctly re- 
fused to agree to anything but a merely pri- 
vate conference, and expressly on condition 
that it should not officially be 
made public unless an arrange- 
ment was made. After many dispatches 
from Ottawa to Sir Julian Pauncefote, Mr. 
Blaine privately sent Sir Julian a letter, in 
the course of which he says it was a surprise 
to him after the notes exchanged, when Sir 
John Macdonald and Sir Charles Tupper both 
stated before public assemblies that an in- 
formal discussion of a reciprocity treaty 
would take place at Washington after the 
fourth of March, by the Invitation of the 
Secretary ofthe State. Mr. Blaine adds that 
he deems it important to have it settled that 
the conference was not ‘‘initlated’’ by him, 
but, on the contrary, that the private arrang- 
ment was but a modification of Sir Julian’s 
proposal and inno sense an original sugges- 
tion from the Government of the United 
States.

THE RECENT RIOTS IN CHINA~FEARS OF A 
FAMINE. 

SHANGHAI, June 23.—The Chinese Govern- 
ment has come to the conclusion that the re- 
cent riots were not merely anti-Christian but 
were also aimed at the reigning dynasty in 
China. The outrages on foreigners have 
been perpetrated by members of the secret 
society of Kolo, direct descendants of the 
Taipinds, who came so near to the overthrow 
of the empire. This accounts for the sudden 
activity of the Qhinese Government in bring- 
ing the rebels to justice. 


RAVAGES OF LOCUSTS IN MOROCCO. 

LONDON, June 23.—A famine is feared in 
Morocco, owing to the awful ravages of the 
locusts which have now reacheda capacity 
for destruction that it seems impossible for 
human ingenuity to obstruct or diminish. It 
is the worst visitation of the kind in the his- 
tory of the Moorish Empire, and that country 
will have to import its food wherever rude 
agriculture has been rewarded with abund- 
ance. The insects have stripped fruit trees 
of their bark and have even attacked the. 
prickly cactus.

VICTORIA, New South Wales, June 23.—The

WHAT BECAME OF THE MONEY. 


Some of the Tin amd Cornice Strikers 
Got Very Little of It. 

Trouble is brewing in the ranks of the tin 
and cornice workers ofthe city. On the first 
of last May they went on a strike at the order 
of the Tin and Oorhice-Makers’ Union, No. 86, 
and they have been ont ever since. They had 
been working ten hours a day, and they 
struck for eight hours without any reduction 
in their wages, The bosses refused to give in, 
claiming that they could not afford to pay 
them for ten hours’ work unless they did ten 
hours’ work, The strikers were very hopeful 
at first, being sanguine that the bosses would 
be compelled to accept their terms in a few 
weeks,and until that time arrived they would 
enjoy a much needed rest, a number of 
other labor organizations having promised to 
furnish them with enough money to keep 
themselves and familiegin fuel and provis- 
ions until the trouble was over, There were 
about two hundred strikers in all and 
thirteen of them formed the Executive Com- 
mittee, to which were entrusted the recep- 
tion and the disbursement of funds contrib- 
uted by the brother organizations. Some of 
the men are now getting very tired of the 
way things have been running and are ready 
to go to work again. They say that although 
the contributions from other labor unions have 
been liberal enough, comparatively little of 
the money has been distributed by the com- 
mittee and that, in consequence, the fam- 
ilies of some of the strikers are now in need 
of the necessaries of life. They claim that 
the members of the Executive Committee 
have been drawing about $20 a week each for 
themselves, and at the same time starving 
the rank and file of the organization. 

An investigation of the charges will prob- 
ably be made and, if the. strike is not de- 
clared off pretty soon, some of the men say 
they will return to work on their own hook.

At5 
o’cloek a dinner will be served in the college 
refectory, at which the invited guests and 
leading contributors to the fund will be pres- 
ent. 

It willbea greatday at St. John’s. The 
college was founded just fifty years ago by 
Archbishop Hughes, by whom it was turned 
over to the control of the Jesuits in 1847, The 
statute of the Archbishop, appropriately 
enough, will be unveiled onthe golden jubi- 
lee of the college. 

The statute of Archbishop Hughes is of 
bronze and is 8 feet 2inches high, exclusive 
of the bronze plinth, which is 1 foot high, 
the whole resting upona granite pedestal 5 
feet 6inches in height. The statute weighs 
8,000 pounds.

Five thousand peach 
and 1,000 apple trees, loaded with fruit, were 
blown down.

MORE TROUBLE IN SAMOA. 


Chief Mataafa and His Friends Scheming 
Against King Malietoa. 

LONDON, June 23.—Dispatches from Mel- 
bourne state that further advices from 
Samoa confirm previous reports to the 
effect that Chief Mataafa is again leading a 
movement to depose King Malietoa. Mataafa 
and a body of natives have gone to Mahe, 
where the details of the movement will be 
arranged, 


This outbreak in Samoa is by no means un- 
expected, asever since his deposition Ma- 
taafa has been restless and discontented, and 
at his back not only a large party among the 
natives, principally the more desirable ele- 
ment, but has also been recently sustained by 
some ofthe German travelers. The rise of 
Mataafa was originally due to the machina- 
tions of the Germans resident and interested 
in the Samoan Islands. He and his 
adherents were promised handsome 
rewards in case they could over- 
throw Chief Malietoa, and. when once 
in power turn the trade of the islands over 
to the Germans. The plot was successful, 
owing to German aid. alletoa was ry Oy 
to take refugein a distant island, and Ma- 
taafa undertook to give Germany practical 
control, and it was understood that in time 
he would apply for a German protectorate. 
The American and English merchants natur- 
ally objected to this, and gave aid to a coun- 
ter revolution, which, while not successful, 
sufficed to keep the islands in a state of tur- 
moil. The matter was brought to the attention 
of the United States Government, which pro- 
tested against the course taken by Germany 
against the a ot Malietoa and sent 
war ships to Samoa. The disaster inthe 
harbor of Apia,in which all the vessels of 
a tence g A and the United States were de- 
stroyed by a hurricane, brought matters toa 
focus. An agreement was entered into by 
which Malietoa was restored to the chieftain- 
ship anda Supreme Court established, in 
which were representatives of the United 
States, Germany and England. The Mataafa 
faction andjother German traders were never 
satisfied with this, and the present outbreak 
is the result of their dissatisfaction. 


BRUTAL, YET UNIQUE. 


The Bare Knuckle and Biting Match Be- 
tween Two Coal Miners. 


SHAMOKIN, Pa., June 23.—James Levitt and 
Patrick Ryan, miners, fought a brutal, yet 
unique battle Sunday. After fighting several 
rounds with bare knuckles they changed 
their tactics, and with hands strapped be- 
hind their backs chewed each other tntti 
both were insensible. Forsome years there 
has been a jealousy existing over Levitt’s 
wife. Saturday was pay day. They metin 
a bar-room and had words, finally agreeing to 
fight. With more than 300 friends Levitt and 
Ryan went to a dancing pavillion in Coal 
Township, near Shamokin, where they 
stripped and entered the ring. Time was 
called and the battle started. For six rounds 
they fought like demons. At the suggestion 
of the friends, and urged on by the brutal 
mob, the principals decided to continue it as 
a biting match. Several boys went to a 
neighboring house and secured several 
strong straps, which were used in binding 
the contestants’ hands. Again time was 
called. Levitt made a rush at Ryan, who 
retaliated by burying his teeth deep 
in Levitt’s cheek. Ryan followed 
this up with a second attack, and 
before the round came to ae close 
Levitt’s nose was half bitten off and blood 
flowed from several gashesinthe face. In 
the third round Levitt succeeded in tearing a 
piece of flesh from Ryan’s neck. The men 
fought ten rounds when Ryan leaped on 
Levitt tearing his neck with his blood-stained 
teeth and his lower jaw ina horrible manner. 
Notwithstanding their injuries Ryan ana 
Levitt say they will havea second fight as 
soon as they can leave their beds, 


THE MADAGASCAR GOLD MINES. 


A Frenchman Studying American Mining 
Methods and Machinery. 


Cuicaco, Ill., June 23.—A. Richard, a 
wealthy Frenchman who for years had lived 
in Madagascar, is in the city after a long tour 
through the mining regions of the West. His 
visit to America is one of great importance to 
the little island. Ten years ago the 
French company who operated the com- 
paratively little place Known as Gold- 
mines of Madagascar, became bankrupt. M. 
Richard and L. Suberbie represented the 
company and succeeded after much negotia- 
tion in securing from the Queen of Madagas- 
car very valuable concessions. To-day they 
practically control the gold mines in Mada- 
dascar and the visit of Mr. Richard to the 
United States is for the purpose of studying 
American mining methods and machinery. 
On his return tothe islands the gold mines 
will be rapidly developed, on a scale that 
will, he thinks, bring about great commer- 
cial changes. He will be able to accomplish 
this at comparatively little cost, as he says 
labor is paid at the rate of 81 cents a day. 
While in this country Mr. Richard has visited 
all the most important mines.

Ip 
every possible way it shows that its sym- 
pathy is with the insurgents. All this is hav- 
ing a decided influence on the flerce struggie 
now raging almost everywhere. 

THE INSURGENT ARMY, 

The army of the Junta is strengthened by 
the enrolling of volunteers. Many of these 
are said to be deserters from the forces of the 
Government. These accessions to their army 
and desertions from the enemy are,of course 
received with great joy by the insurgents, 
Reports, too, have found their way here, 
probably from some ofthe Balmaceda de- 
serters, that great dissatisfaction prevails in 
Santiago. The city’s fun-loving people do 
not like the restrictions puton them by the 
President. Balmaceda is represented as 
very much wrought up over the 
situation. His prospects certainly never 
looked as gloo s at present. 
the meanwhile the warships of the 
ment continue to keep up a lively chase along 
the coast seeking chances to injure the in- 
surgents. The very latest news is that an en- 
gagement ts likely to occur to-morrow at Co- 
quimbo. This is where the serious revolt 
against Balmaceda took place on June #0. The 
insurgents, believing that the disaffection so 
strongly prevailing among the Gov- 
ernment troops stationed there renders 
ita good point just now to attack, are sur- 
rounding that town. It would be a great loss 
to the Balmacedaists of an important place. 
Very much, therefore, depends on the battle 
that will in all likelihood be fought there to- 
morrow. Iquique naturally awaits the issue 
with the keenest interest. Many of the 
volunteer recruits have enlisted without ask- 
ing any pay for their services. The shipment 
of flour aboard an English steamer has been 
suspended.

NEWS FROM BALMACEDA SOURCES. 

Loypos, June 23.—A dispatch published 
here to-day from the Chilian Gove 
presided over by Balmaceda, and dated from 
Santiago de Chill, says that the rebels have 
lost all moral force and that all action upon 
their part in the South has ceased, On the 
other hand, the dispatch states that Presi- 
dent Balmaceda is taking active steps to In-+ 
crease the strength of his army and that the 
loyal warships .are attacking the rebel 
ports, while the ,rebel squadron 
avoids fighting. The President, 
it appears fromthis cable message, iwalks 
freely in the streets of Santiago, which city ig 
said to be entirely on his side. In conclusion, 
the statement is made that the rebels are 
prolonging thé war ly to enrich them- 
selves with the nitrate deposits of Tarapaca. 
It isalso asserted that the ‘‘Constitutional 
Congress’’ sits with regularity and passes 
measures in the interests of the peopleand 
furnishes the Government with ample re- 
sources. Nineteen provinces, it is further 
stated, are under control of President 
maceda, these provinces being inhabited by 
8,000,000 people, while the rebel provinces, 
according to the cable from Santiago, are 
only inhabited by 150,000 people, one-half of 
whom are said to be foreigners. |

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PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 23.—The tough 
and malodorous crowd that daily throngs 
the Court of Quarter Sessions was susple- 
mented to-day by men prominentin every 
walk of life. They had come into the hot and 
stuffy court-room to witness what they 
thought was to be the crowning degradation 
of the man who a few months ago they 
giadly acknowledged as their friend—Joseph 
Bardsley, the faithless Treasurer of the city 
and the self-confessed violator of the law. 
Two weeks ago, when Bardsley pleated 
guilty to the charges against him, the 
court fixed to-day as the time to 
pass sentence upon him and public 
expectation had been wrought up by a 
promise that when he was brought into court 
Bardsley was to makea full and free con- 
fession of his malfeasance. By many it was 
thought that in his statement or ‘‘confes- 
sion’’ Bardsley would implicate men high in 
business and commercial life, men whose 
names have only been hinted at, but who are 
supposed to be his confederates. Such ex- 
pectations proved groundless, for Bardsiey’s 
confession practically confessed nothing that 
has mot been made public through the col- 


umns of the daily press. 


The confession was more in the line of a 
defense of his own conduct and was exceed- 
ingly specious and fair-seeming, giving in 
detail his various transactions. It bristles 
throughout with figures and showed where 
every dollar he has been accused of misap- 
propriating has goneto. To the charges to 
which he has pleaded guilty of 
loaning public funds at interest and 
to speculating with them he frankly 
acknowledged, but he emphatically denied 
that he had benefited by his transactions to 
the extent ofa dollar. National Bank Exam- 
iner Drew came in for a severe scoring at the 
hands of Bardsley and he laid it to his door 
that he sunk his money inthe Keystone bank. 

DREW’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

Bardsley said that it was through Mr. 
Drew’s plausible statements of the bank’s 
condition that he had deposited his money 
there. He further charged Mr. Drew through 
an acknowledgment by President Marsh of 
the Keystone Bank that Mr. Drew knew of 
the condition; that Mr. Drew was under 
Obligations to John  C. 
dead president of 
for money loaned and 
favors received. Bardsley implicated Henry 


-Hardin and his transaction by stating that it 


was through him he had loaned the money to 
banks. According to Bardsley’s statement 
his present plight may be accounted for by 
trusting too much in the statements of others 
and be epitomized in his own words In telling 
the history of his deposits in the Keystone 


kK. 

**T did not get the money, and I have never 
gotten any part of it,and it is stfll in the bank 
og should be there. I know thatthe closing 
of the bank meant losstothe city and State 
and personal destruction to myself. I, there- 
fore, made every effort to sustain the bank, 
‘and its closing has resulted in my absolute 
ruin.’’ 

@ Bardsley came from prison this morning in 
@ carriage, and on entering the court-room 
was piaced inthe dock. The rest and quiet 
that he has had in prison have done him a 
world of good and he looked again like the 
John Bardsley ofhis happier days. His 
eyes did not seek the floor and his 
head remained bowed as on the day 
he was brought from a sick bed to 
answer the charges against him at the pre- 
liminary hearing. He looked boldly around 
the court room, bowed to some acquaint- 
ances and entered into conversation with his 
brother-in-law. At the request of his coun- 
sel the court allowed Bardsley to leave the 
‘dock and take his seat within the bar, 

OPENING THE CASE. 

The proceedings were opened by District 
Attorney Graham addressing Judge Willson, 
and stating that he wished tocall some wit- 
Nesses so that the Court’could get some infor- 
mation in which to pass sentence. Mr. Gra- 
ham called Taylor Faunce, an expert ac- 
countant, tothe stand, and he testified that 
Bardsley in his two years and a half incum- 
bency of the office of City Treasurer 
had used $500, in speculation and had 
loaned $600,000 to one banking firm and $200,000 
to another. He also loaned $400,000 to the 
Bradford Milis Co., of which he was the 
owner. Bardsley also sold and converted to 
his own use $57,000 worth of Government 
bonds, but this money was subsequently re- 
turned. The expert’ had found that Bards- 
ley’s stock operations had cost him in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. 

SENTENCE SUSPENDED.

HENSON MUST HANG. 


Motion for a Re-Hearing Overruled by 
the Supreme Court. 


THE EXECUTION WILL TAKE PLACE ON 
JULY 19. 


History of the Crime for Which He Will 
Swing—The Conduct of Police Officers 
in Making an Arrest Wil) Probably Re- 
sult in Charges Being Preferred Against 
Them—Police News. 


News was received at the Four Courts this 
afternoon from Jefferson City, announcing 
that the Supreme Court had rendered a de- 
cision overruling the motion for a rehearing 
in the Henson murder case. The action of 
the Superior Court removed Henson’s 
last hope of saving his neck. The decision of 
the court fixes July 2asthe day of the execu- 
tion. Henson’s attorney’s will next make 
an effort to secure a respite, to gain time to 
work up a petition fora commutation of the 
sentence. 
HENSON’S CRIME. 

Henson, who is a heavily built German, 
about 40 years of age, shot and killed his 
wife, Ida Henson, on the evening of Feb. 11, 
1889, In a boarding-house at #5 South 
Second street which was managed by 
the deceased. The couple were married less 
than two years and did not live together hap- 
pily on account of Henson’s fondness for 
drink and his quarrelsome disposition. The 
deceased was a Mrs. Krietling prior 
to her marriage with Henson. Kriet- 
ling was stabbed to death July 4, 
1885, by a young tough on the Levee near 
Spruce street. Two years later the widow 
married the man who subseguently became 
her slayer. Theevidence givenat the trial 
in February, 1890, proved that the killing was 
a cruel. unprovoked murder. The 
main witness for the State was 
the 15-year-old son of the 
deceased who saw his mother kilfed. The 
jury brought ina verdict of guilty, and he 
was sentenced to hang. His case 
was then appealed and remained in the 
Supreme Court untillast month when a de- 
cision was rendered sustaining the judg- 
ment of the trial court. A motion was 
then made for a rehearing, which 
was overruled to-day. 

Unless there is another delay, the Sheriff 
will shortly commence preparations for the 
execution. 

THE CONDEMNED MAN TALKS. 

Henson was seen in his cell by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter shortly after 2 o’clock this 
afternoon and told of the decision of the 
Supreme Court. He said, without showing 
any evidence of agitation: ‘‘Well, while 
there’s life there is hope. I 
now have nothing left but the 
petition for a commutation of my sen- 
tence to life imprisonment. While I killed 
my wife, I deny that it was 
murder. It was an accident and 
God knows I never intended to harma hair 
of her head. The ruling of the Superior 
Court surprised me, as I confi- 
dently expected a re-hearing. The 
same courtin past years granted new trials 
in cases similar to mine. My lawyers are 
now circulating a petition for clemency, and 
lhave some reason to believe that it will 
have the effect of securing a reduction of the 
penalty.’’

FAILED TO RETURN. 


—- 


Rumors Caused by the Absence of Post- 
master Bradford. 


POST-OFFICE OFFICIALS TAKE CHARGE 
OF THE CARONDELET STATION. 


The Members of South End Council, Amer 
can Fraternal Cirele, No. 112, of 
Which He Was Secretary, Excited 
Over His Disappearance—Fears Con- 
cerning an Assessment of the Council. 


George Bradford, Postmaster of Station B, 
Carondelet, is missing, and the Post-office 
authorities are now investigating his ac- 
counts. Bradford was appointed Postmaster 
of the station on April 26, 1888, succeed- 
ing A. C. Goud. During his three years 
of service he, as far as is known, 
managed his office in a_i creditable 
manner. On the 8th inst., he was granted a 
leave of absenc> for fifteen days. This leave 
expired on Sawrday and Bradford was ex- 
pecied to repart for duty either Sunday or 
yesterday. He failed tomaterialize and this 
morning when he did not report 
for duty Postmaster Harlow was 
immediately notified by Clerk Elseworth 
Doering. Cashier Hayes was sent to Caron- 
delet and took charge of the money, stamps, 
books, etc, at thestation, and is now investi- 
gating the missing man’s accounts. 

HIS LODGE MEMBERS EXCITED. 

In addition to being postmaster of Station 
B, Bradford was secretary of South End 
Council, No. 112, american Fraternal Circle, 
the members of which are considerably ex- 
cited just at present over trouble arising 
from the failure cf a remittance to reach the 
Supreme Treasu‘er of the order at Balti- 
more, Md. The remittance was an 4as- 
sessment No. 35, which was called 
on May 28. Bralford, as Secretary of the 
Council, collected the money on assessments 
and turned it over to Andrew Wohrilein, the 
Treasurer, who forwarded it to the Supreme 
Treasurer, Charbs W. Banks, at Baltimore. 
There are nearly 300 ladies and gentiemen 
belonging to the lodge and this particular as- 
sessment, it is alleged, was paid 
to Bradford and Treasurer Wohr- 
lein instead of sending it on 
to Baltimore says he asked Bradford todo so 
and gave him a receipt for the amount, which 
he states, was over $500. Asthe Supreme 
Council has sime ignored all demands on 
them from the lccal council for benefits, it is 
feared that the money has not reached them 
and that the loce!] council has been suspended 
from the order in consequence. Brad- 
ford being missing, no statement 
can now be obtained from him 
concerning the funds and the members of the 
local council are very much excited and wor- 
ried over the condition of affairs. Telegrams 
have been sent on to Supreme Treasurer 
Banks to learn whether the money has 
reached him and whether the Council has 
been expelled, but up to a late hour this 
afternoon no reply had been received from 
him, 

TREASURER WOHRLEIN INTERVIEWED. 

Andrew Wohrlein, the Treasurer of the 
council, was seen and said: ‘‘I don’t know 
whether the assessment has reached the Su- 
preme Treasurer, but if it had I think we cer- 
tainly would have heard from it before this. 
Quite a number of claims have been made 
by members for sick benefits and if the 
council was in good standing these claims 
should be made good and there should have 
been no time lost in hearing from 
the officers at Baltimore. On May 
15, assessment No. 3% was called and 
after the money was paid to Secretary Brad- 
ford I told him if he would send it off I would 
give him a receipt for it. He said: ‘All 
right, Andy, I will.’ I never doubted his 
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by gambling and  ~0betting on races. 
It is known that he borrowed 
money from several parties to pay 
up heavy debts. It is also alleged that Brad- 
ford went toa certain physictan and asked 
for a loan of $400,as he needed it immediately 
to liquidate a debt. This gentleman, how- 
ever, absolutely refused to grant him the 
loan. Mrs. Bradford owned a half dozen 
cows, and just belore leaving last night 
turned them over to various parties 
in payments of certain little debts. 
THE COUNCIL'S ACTION. 

If Mr. Bradford fails to put in an appear- 
ance to-morrow evening a special meeting of 
the Fraternal Circle will be held, and if the 
money has not been forwarded to Baltimore 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Bond & Trust 
Co. of Kansas City, in which company Brad- 
ford was bonded for $1,000, will be 
appealed to, At present the Oouncil 
is working in the dark, but 
steps are being takentohave the police on 
his track in case anything wrong was com- 
mitted. 

Bradford is also secretary for Pilatom 
Lodge, A. O. U. W., and the Advance Benefit 
Order. 

On account of Mr. Bradford’s prominence 
in Carondelet the story of his disappearance 
had soon spread over that section of the city. 
It was stated this afternoon that an examina- 
tion of his books by the Post-office officials 
showed his accountsto be all right. and, as 
stated above, there is no evidence that he 
has made away with any of the lodge 
money. The members of the council fear, as 
they have not heard from the Supreme Coun- 
cil,that the money which Treasurer Wohriein 
says he requested the missing man to for- 
ward to Baltimore has not reached the §Su- 
preme Treasurer. They do not even know 
that it has not reached Treasurer Banks, but 
fear that it has not, because they have heard 
nothing fromit. Evenifthe money has not 
reached Banks it may have been sent to 
Bradford and have, in some way, miscarried. 
Itis only known that Bradford is missing, 
and it is possible that all his accounts are 
correct, and that he has in some manner 
been detained from reaching here.

Sinking parties in this country sooner or 
later clutch at nativism in some form or 
other as about the most buoyant thing 
afloat and unappropriated. But they in- 
variably pile so much dead weight upon it 
that it collapses under them. 

After promising the American laborer 
that he shall be shielded by a tariff from 
compétition with ‘‘foreign pauper labor,’’ 
the Republicans found that their tariff was 
only increasing the importation of the 
aforesaid ‘‘foreign pauper labor,’’ bring- 
‘ing ithere to compete with native labor 
more advantageously than it ever could 
from the other side of the sea. 

Finding that they could not thus capture 
‘*the American vote,’’ and not being per- 
mitted by the plutocrats in control of the 
party to come out boldly in favor of mak- 
ing all foreign immigration as unlawful as 
that of the Chinese, the Republicans were 
hard up for some means of attaching nativ- 
ism as a buoyant political force to their 
water-logged party machine. In Wisconsin 
they tried the experiment of rallying this 
force to the rescue of ‘‘the Little Red 
School House.’’ 

They declared ‘‘the Little Red Corner- 
stone of American Citizenship’’ in great 
peril from private schools maintained at pri- 
vate expense for instruction in certain re- 
ligious creeds, and for the teaching of other 
languages besides English. It was absurdly 
assumed that American ideas can be dis- 
seminated or acquired in the English lan- 
guage only; that the private schools afore- 
said must, therefore, be seminaries of 
treason and alien enmity, and that, to pro- 
tect our national life from this deadly 
poison, State supervision must be extended 
by law over all private schools, witha view 
to such regulation of the course of study 
therein that the maintenance of such pri- 
vate schools at private expense will be ren- 
dered impossible. 

In pursuance of this idea a compulsory 
education law, known az the Bennett law, 
was enacted in Wisconsin, and last fall by 
that very act the Republican party in that 
State was beaten out of its boots. Yet 
still the Illinois Republicans propose to 
stand upfor that sort of compulsory edu- 
cation in their State, and the Republican 
Legislature of Pennsylvania passed a simi- 
lar bill, which Gov. PATTISON has just 
vetoed. 

In this veto Gov. PATTISON strongly states 
the Democratic position on the subject. 
Fully recognizing the need fora compul- 
sory education law, he firmly opposes State 
meddling with denominational schools or 
interference with the right of parents to 
direct and control the studiesof their chil- 
dren when they are willing and able 
to provide the necessary schools at their 
own private expense. 

On this issue the Democrats ought to be 
and probably are willing to give the Re- 
publicans a square fight in every State. 
The idea of the Bennett law was borrowed 
from the Old World Emperors who try to 
force the language of the conqueror upon 
every conquered province, and to suppress 
the use of any other—even as the Norman 
conquerors did their best to suppress 
the English language in England. Instead 
of being an American idea, it is at war 
with every American idea of personal free- 
dom and private rights. The forces which 
impel every American citizen, native or 
foreign born, to learn the English lan- 
guage and teach it to his children are 
irresistible and do not need the aid of any 
Know Nothing legislation whatever.

APPOINTMENTS MADE AND ORGANIZA- 
TION TOBE PROMPTLY PERFECTED. 


Dre, Starkloff, Baverand Le Beau Com- 
pose the New Board—Commissions En 
Route From Washington, and Joy on 

- “Yeterans’ ‘Roast’+ A Wanamaker 
“Spring Uniform” Incident. 


The voice of the veterans has at last been 
heard from St. Louis to Washington, it would 
seem, and a second Pension Examining 
Board of Supervisors isto be established in 
this city. Appointments to the new board 
have already been made, and its organiza- 
tion was delayed only * by the 
absence of Secretary Noble from 
the national Capital. It is now 
probable that the board will be duly organ- 
ised during the present week, ana with that 
long needed reinforcement of the over- 
crowded exam ining staff as it now stands, 
the *‘grind’’ of disabled old soldiers applying 
for pensions will go forward with a prompt- 
ness more in keeping with the pressing needs 
of the battle-scarred and grizzled warriors 
whose tience has been so severely tried 
under the present system. The well known 
local physicians who will comprise the new 
Examining Board are Drs. H. M. Starkloff, 
Lewis A. Le Bean and Cc. E. Bauer. 
Drs, Starkloff and Le Beau have already 
qualiffed for officeand the telegraphic reports 
from Washington this morning state that 
their commissions have been made out and 
forwarded to St. Louis, Dr, Bauer has still to 
qualify and when he does so instructions will 
be issuedto the three composing the new 
board, its organization will be perfected and 
they will at once relieve the present board of 
its overfiow of disabled veterans. 

BEEN WAITING FOR IT. 

That the old soldiers themselves were 
closely watching the movement to secure the 
establishment of a second examining board 
in St, Louls, was demonstrated this morning 
by the fact that the news from Washington 
| was already known to most of them, and 

was spreading rapidly through Grand Army 
circles, A few days ago the Post-DISPpaTCH 
published the protest of the old fellows 
against the leaden-footed creeping of the 
Government when it comes to pensioning tif 
brave men who suffered for their country,from 
1861 to 1865, and described the charasteristic 
scenes aroundthe doors of the Examining 
office, on the fourth floor of the Custom- house 
building. Since that time a general interest 
has been manifested in the progress of the 
movement, andthe old soldiers found that 
public sentiment was strongly in favor of ex- 
pediting their course toward the goalofa 
long-deferred pension. When the news of 
the appointment of the new board came from 
Washington this morninga reporter of the 
POST- DISPATCH Was sent to the office of the 
present board to ascertain how the action 
was regarded. 


ON ‘*‘VETERANS’ ROOST.’’ 

There never seems to be any trouble in 
finding ‘‘Veterans’ Roost,’’ opposite the 
doors of the board quarters, well filled with 
patient old soldiers. To-day there was a 
‘*full bench’’ of them on hand, and the usual 
barbershop ceremonies were in full blast, 
Dr. MeClure, the Secretary of the board, act- 
ing as chief tonsorial artist in calling each 
successive applicant into the ex- 
amining rooms. One by One the 
old soldiers were baring their 
scars or describing their ailments to the 
three surgeons within, while the waiting 
squads outside called tothe aid allthe old- 
time patience of guard duty and watched the 
hours slip by helplessly. When the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter appeared they were 
promptin expressing their gratification at 
the success of the movement fora new Ex- 
amining Board. It seemed to enliven the 
otherwise dreary tedium of their sentry- 
mounting on the pension parapets. 

Wm. H. Pence, one of the waiting veterans 
seen this morning, earned hisclaim to a 
pension in acommand about whose gallant 
war-time services there can be no doubt. He 
was @ private soldier in King’s Brigade of 
Farmer’s Division of the Fourteenth Army 
Corps. He served all through the war in the 
old Fourteenth of famous memory and is now 
a sufferer from heart disease, a legacy of the 
excitement and hard strain of war times. 

OLD SOLDIERS REJOICE. 

‘*I should think there was a pressing need 
for the new board’’ said Mr. Pence. ‘‘I know 
from experience that the present one is 
overcrowded with work. I have now been 
waiting here through several hours of the 
day since last Thursday. My first visit to the 
board was even as far back as March 10, but 
that delay was caused by my own sickness. 
But every one of the old soidiers hasto wait 
from two days toa week before they can get 
into the examining board. I am glad that 
the fellows coming after us will be put 
through more promptly. We haven’t got 
much time to lose, you know.’’ 

Louls Beck is now a corpulent and white 
bearded German pitizen who would be any- 
thing but comfortable in a saddle. In 1862, 
however, he was Trooper Beck of the Fifth 
Missouri Cavairy, and 1863 was honorably 
discharged from service owing to disabilities 
incurred in the fleld. He ts afflicted with 
rheumatism. 

**I live in Belleville, ’’ said he tothe Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter. ‘‘It is inconvenient for 
me to have to come here, but already 
I have paid half a dozen visits to this office 
and haven’t been examined yet. Each trip 
costs me $1.50, not counting the loss of time. 
That shows you how badly needed another 
examining board was in St. Louts. Its great- 
est benefit will be to the old soldiers living in 
adjacemt towns, who will then possibly have 
to make only one trip to St. Louis to be ex- 
amined. lam gladthe bureau has attended 
to the matter.’’ 

Manuel Oribe is the name of a dark-skinned, 
bright-eyed old man who perched on ‘‘Vet- 
erans’ Roost’’ this morning. Mr. Oribe 
fought under Gen. McDowell McCook, one of 
the ‘‘fighting McCooks,”’ in the Tenth Ohio 
allthrough the war. The Tenth Ohio was 
generally the right flank of its division. It 
went through the campaign in West Virginia 
under McClellan and afterwards under Rose- 
crans, Then it went to Kentucky as a part of 
the Army of the Ohio under Buell. After Buell 
was removed it became part of the change 
from the Army of Ohio to the Army of the 
Cumberland. Wherever it was, the Tenth 
Ohio and the dashing McCook were heard 
from, and Private Manuel Oribe was with 
them. He said to-day that he grew very 
tired waiting to be examined for his pension, 
but he was glad to see that a second examin- 
ing board had been established. It meant that 
hereafter this unnecessary hanging around 
would be done away with, and old soldiers 
would stand more show of prompt attention. 

DON’T SEEM NATURAL. 

One peppery old veteran, who kicked stren- 
uously on the roost, but wouldn’t give his 
name for publiction,was inclined to disbelieve 
the news of the new board’s establishment.

Envoys. 


CHICAGO, Ill., June 2.—J. J. O’Kelly, M. P., 
Chairman of the Parnell envoys, denies that 
it is the purpose ofthe envoys to bring their 
mission to a close being hopeless of making 
any headway inthis country. He says that 
he will form a committee of prominent Irish- 
Americans inthis city to assist in the work 
and he willthen gofrom city tocity and or- 
ganize similar bands of determined men who 
will stick to Parnell to the end. He says 
furthermore that the rumor that the 
work is to be abandoned grew out of the fact 
that Parnell himself has made up his mind to 
come to America the month after next, to at- 
tend the Baltimore convention in November, 
ant wishes to have a consultation with Wm, 
Redmond before he leaves Ireland. Redmond, 
at Parnell’s request, will go to Ireland and 
report to Parnell, The leader wishes to leave 
Redmond on the other side in Ireland during 
his own absence in America, 

PARNELL TO FITZGERALD. 

CHICAGO, Ill., June 28.—A special dispatch 
from Denver says: John Fitzgerald, Presi- 
dent of the Irish National League, has re- 
ceived a telegram notifying him of the re- 
ceipt of a letter from Parnell, pledging him- 
self to do everything consistent with his 
position to carry out Fitzgerald’s view. Mr. 
Fitzgerald says this refers to the demand of 
the party in America that the Irish factions 
in Ireland unite ona leader before the Sep- 
tember convention, and Fitzgerald adds that 
no money is being sent or will be sent until 
they do unite. 


CINCINNATI’S WATERMELON TRADE. 


The Embargo Placed on It by the Rail- 
roads. 


CINCINNATI, O,, June 23.—The receipts of 
watermelons from the South to the Oincin- 
nati market at this season are unusually 
heavy and involves a large amount of money. 
This is a very valuable feature of Cincinnati’s 
commercial trade and one which requires 
great promptness and attention upon the 
part of all parties concerned. The local 
wholesale fruit merchants are taken by sur- 
prise by new regulations instituted by the 
railways leading north, east and west from 
Cincinnati whereby shipments in less than 
car loadsare required to be packed before 
they will be received for transportation. 
Heretofore they have been carried In bulk, 
which greatly facilitatestheir prompt dis- 
tribution throughout the countryftributary to 
Cincinnati. To any familiar with the practi- 
cal workings of this trade it must appear that 
such regulation is practical destruction of 
the trade.

Pretty Nellie Clair Whittaker Deserts a 
Faithful Lover for Joseph 8S. Stafford, 
@ Married Man-—Flight of the Guilty 
Oouple to America~The Deserted Lover 
Condones the False One’s Offense. 


NEw YORK, June 28.—In the village of Har- 
borne, near Birmingham, England, lived 
Joseph Sanson Stafford and his wife, Selina,a 
handsome couple, each about 88 years of age. 
The husband was chief clerk of the North 
British & Mercantile Insurance Oo. of Bir- 
mingham, at a good salary, and besides was 
agent for several other companies. Mrs. 
Stafford had a drapers’ store in Harborne, 
and carried on a prosperous business. They 
had a fair income between them and lived in 
good style. They had four children. Miss 
Nellie Clair Whittaker, a plump, dark-eyed 
and rather fascinating looking English 
girl lived with her father, who 
was a measuring tape manufacturer 
on 8t. Charles street, Birmingham. Nellie 
had a lover—a tall, handsome young fellow, 
who was employed in Birmingham as an 
electrician. He wanted to marry her, but 
did not wish to ask for her hand until he im- 
proved his position. in the world and com- 
manded a larger salary than he was then 
getting. That wasthree yearsago. He and 
Nellie talked matters over, and he decided 
with ber consent, to go to Australia, where 
there was a better chance for him to make 
money than in England. When he got 
properly settled down there he was to 
send for her. About the time that young 
Walter Reynolds—that was the name 
of Nellie’s lover, left England she 
met Stafford and became fascinated 
with him. Stafford spent most of his time in 
her company, practically deserting his wife 
and children. He told his wife one day that 
he was going to sell out the business which 
she had spent several years in building up. 
She protested butasthe business was ing 
carried on in her husband’s name she could 
not hinder him from selling it. After the sale 
of the shop he went to Birmingham and lived 
with Miss Whittaker. 

SEPARATION AND ALIMONY, 

Mrs. Stafford instituted proceedings in the 
High Court of Justice tn Birmingham for a 
separationand alimony. She did not wish to 
sue him for divorce because she did not in- 
tend to marry again. Pending the settlement 
of the case, Justice Butt allowed her alimony 
of 12s 64a week. When the case was tried 
Mrs. Stafford was allowed £1 a week alimony. 
One day Mr. Whittaker, Nellie’s father, an- 
gered beyond control by his daughter’s con- 
duct, called upon Stafford and gave hima 
terrific horse-whipping. He threatened to 
repeat the performance, and Stafford left 
the country with Nellieand came to Amer- 
ica. A child had been born meantime, which 
they brought along with them, They Saliled 
from Liverpool on Feb. 26, 1889. Since thenan 
uncle of Stafford’s died in London and left a 
legacy of £500to him. Theuncle’s solicitors 
were instructed to pay this over to Stafford, 
His wife tried to claim itin payment of her 
alimony, which was now stopped, but under 
the terms of the will could not get any 
money.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


The Stock Market Dull, and the Reasons 
Therefor. 


There is not much speculation in stocks in 
St. Louis atthe present time, owing to the 
condition of the New York stock market. 
The dull season is commencing, and is duller 
than usual, owing to the attitude of the 
banks. The drain of gold to Europe is being 
felt by borrowers, who have difficulty in 
obtaining money for speculative purposes, 
and, as is well known, when money is tight 
in New York there is little specula- 
tion, except in seasons of panic. 
This summer there is no danger of anything 
of the kind, and the effect of the tightness Is 
to prevent any material alterations in prices, 
and to produce a dull and inactive market. 
An even more important factor than the gold 
exports is the preparations made for supply- 
ing money for moving the crops. An unusual 
amount of money will be required this year 
for that purpose, as the wheat crop will be one 
of the heaviest ever handled, and a very large 
amount will be called for. With European 
gold shipments on one hand, and demands 
from the farming section on the other, the 
New York banks are chary of making loans, 
except to regular customers, another result 
is a dead stock market. A marked feature of 
the local situation ig the independence dlis- 
played by St. Louls banks. They are now 
prepared to handle far more ofthe grain 
crops, without aid from New York, than ever 
before, and have gotteninto their handsa 
great deal of the business that 
was formerly transacted ‘in Eastern 
financial centers. This has resulted 
in an unusual demand from 
new quarters, and while nothing like a fi- 
nancial stringency exists, there is an ample 
demand foralithe loanable funds. A very 
brisk stock market Is anticipated during the 
late summer and early fall. Most, if not all, 
of the gold recently exported will have to be 
returned in payment for grain and cotton ex- 
ports, the former of which will be remark- 
ably large, the railroads anticipate a most 
profitable season, and the amount of money 
put into circulation by the large appropria- 
tions from the United states Treasury will 
play no small part in the money market. 
Money will be plenty, and,as is always the 
case, speculation and a bull movement will, 
it is believed, take place. 


PREPARING TO ORGANIZE. 


The New Court of Land Claims to Meet 
July 1—A Report Denied. 


Attorney Matt G. Reynolds of the new Court 
of Private Land Claims will leave ina few 
days for Denver to be present at the organ- 
ization of the newtribunal July 1. After the 
organization there will be an adjournment of 
ninety days to get the cases docketed and ar- 
range other preliminaries. 

A report was circulated a couple 
of days ago that Mr. Reynolds 
had been recalled on account of his connec- 
tion with a local Republican paper which has 
been antagonizing the Harrison Administra- 
tion. When this report reached Mr. Rey- 
nolds he said it was untrue and pointed to 
the fact that-he had qualified for his new 
office to disprove the story that 
had geined some ground. From 
Mr. Reynold’s explanation it appears that 
the management of the paper in question 
elected him President without his knowledge. 
He was absent from the city when this was 
done, and on his return he was surprised to 
see his name at the head of the editorial 
column as the presiding officer of 
the corporation. Mr. Reynolds  con- 
tributed $100 to start the paper, and 
has since been the possessor of one share of 
stock. It wason the strengthof his being a 
shareholder, even to this limited extent that 
he was made president. He has since re- 
signedand his name no longerappears at 
the head of the column.

Mrs. Heckels Heard the Little Boy’s

The Police Unable to Find the Boy. 


A startling story in connection with the riot 
at the Chain of Rocks was told to the police 
yesterday by Mrs. Heckels, who keeps 
a boarding house on the Columbia 
Bottom road near the scene of 
ofthe riot. She saysshe was awakened hy 
the nolse, and through the darkness saw the 
flash of lights and ‘heard the shouts of the 
men and the howlings of the mob. There was 
a boy in the crowd, she said, who appeared 
to be with the Italians, and she heard his 
shrill screams for help above the shouts ang 
curses of the men. Suddenly his crieg 
stopped, and she thought he had escaped, 
When all'‘was quiet again she retired, but for 
an hour after she could hear the hurrying 
of men along the road fleeing toward the 
city. They were Italians who had escaped 
the mob and hid until the trouble was over. 

Sunday morning she was sitting in front of 
her house when John Spiller, one of the men 
now ina cellatthe holdover, passed by, she 
says, and asked: 

‘*Did you see the fun last night?’’ 

‘‘Isaw the trouble through my window,” 
Mrs. Heckel replied. 

‘‘There are no Dagoes here now?’’ said 
Spiller, 

**No,’’ said Mrs. Heckel, ‘‘but what be. 
come of the boy?’’ 

DROWNED THE LITTLE BOY. 

‘‘That d—d little Dago is in the river witha 
rope around his neck and a rock at the end of 
the rope.’’ 

‘*Did they Kill him?’’ asked Mrs. Heckel. 

**I don’t Know whether you call it killin’, 
but he is at the bottom of the river with the 
fishes,’’ replied Spiller. 

Mrs. Heckel says Spiller made this state. 
ment several times in a boasting way to her 
and to several other parties and also in the 
presence of Wm. Richardson. 

The Italians told the police there had 
been a strange boy in _ their crowd 
Friday, and they saw him 
for the last time Saturday morning. Since 
then nothing has been seen or heard of the 
boy. Very little information can be obtained 
trom the Italians still on the grouRd,as they 
speak English very poorly and the police 
cannot understand them. The American la- 
borers were asked about the boy and they 
claim to Know nothing about him. They 
said the men would not have killed the boy if 
they caught him as they were after the men, 
andifthe boy had been caught they even 
would have released him. 

SPILLER’S DENIAL. 

John Spiller was the cook forthe camp, 
and is an intelligent young man and married, 
His wife and two children are still atthe 
camp. 

He was told the story of the boy this morn- 
ing and asked if it was so. 


‘‘That statement of Mrs. Heckels must be ° 


taken with a grain of salt’’said he.‘ ‘She was 
trying to cook for that camp, 
when I went there and I fired her: 
She hast been mad at me ever since. I 
passed her house Sunday morning and she 
asked me what was going on Saturday 
night. I said the Dagoes were having some 
fun. She asked where they went to and f said, 
I guess they ran into theriver. That is alll 
said about the river. I said nothing abouta 
boy, a rope or a stone or anything like 
that.’’ 

**Did you see a boy?’’ was asked. 

**Yes,there was a Dago kid who came there 
with the Dago crowd Saturday evening, and 
I saw him around, about suppertime. I did 
not see him Sunday. He was living with the 
Dagoes in the second camp,where I ran abead 
of the crowd that night and told them to 
skip. If he was there then he got away as 
no one was in the tent when the mob came 
up.’’ 

WHAT MIKE CAHILL SAW. 

Mike Cahill, who occupies a cell with Spill- 
er, says he saw the boy’s boots in the tent 
the next morning. 

‘‘I think the Dago kid gotaway with his 
crowd that night,’’ said Cahill. ‘‘There was 
no one thrown in the river that I know of, 
and I do not believe any one was thrown in 
the river.’’ 

The seven men arrested on a charge of as- 
saulting the Italians were taken before Judge 
Morris on a charge of disturbing the peace 
this morning, but as the police could not find 
the necessary witnesses, their cases were 
continued till to-morrow.

On 
April 1, 1889, an ordinance was approved 
granting to Geo. W. Cale et al. a franchise to 
construct a street railway from the intersec- 
tion of Olive street and Newstead avenue to

The terms of the franchise were 
accepted by the incorporators, the money 
was deposited and the bond executed. The 
point raised by Commissioner Murphy ts that 
the relinguishment should not be accepted 
by the city or the bond released until New- 
stead avenue has been graded within the 
limits named. Hecontends that the consid- 
eration named in the ordinance was nted 
by the Assembly and the fact that the com- 
pany has allowed the franchise to lapse does 
not invalidate the agreement of the incor- 
porators to perform certain work bDamed in 
the franchise.

THEY WANT PEACE.|¥ 


The National League Make Overtures 
for a Compromise, 


A NEW NATIONAL AGREEMENT MAY BE 
) DEAWN UP. 


John G. Brush Has a Talk With Assoocia- 
tion Officialse—The League Wants to 
Retain Cincinnati —Interviews With 
President Von der Ahe and Manager 
Bancroft—Racin g¢ and Other Sport. 


The National Leaugue already has enough 
of itsfight with the American Association 
and has planted the fagoftruce. That dig- 
nified and austere body wants peace, and it 
is more than likely that a new national agree- 
ment will be drawn up, and that when the 
base pall season opens up next year the Na- 
tional League and American Association will 
be once more working in unison—that is as 
much in unison as they have ever been able 
to work. Of course there will be the usual 
throat-cutting on the gquiet—that appears to 
be an essential part of the base ball business 
—but to the outer world they will be working 
together to ‘‘build up and purify the game.’’ 
A month or so ago John G. Brush, the 
President of the National League team 
of Cincinnati, called on Manager Bancroft of 
the Association team there and spoke to him 
in reference to having the present base ball 
war brought to a close, as it was only hurting 
both organizations,and a new national agree- 
ment was necessary to prevent the contract- 
jumping now going on. Mr. Brush also hada 
talk with President Kramer of the American 
Association in reference to the matter, and it 
is said that both Bancroft and Kramer agreed 
with him that peace would be a good thing. 
It is even said that President Kramer agreed 
to draw up a new national agreement to 
be submitted tothe National League in case 
the Association received a proposition for a 
compromise, and the membersof the body 
were willing to consent toa compromise. It 
is probable that Mr. Zach Phelps of Louls- 
ville, who is also an attorney, will help Presi- 
dent Kramer draw up the hew agree ment 
should it be decided by the Leagueand Asso- 
ciation’ to compromise their trouble. The 
majority of the club owners in both bodies are 
said to favor a compromise, but the Ass ocia- 
tion has had the long end of its fight with the 
League, and if acompromise is made it is 
more than likely that the older body will again 
outgeneral them and make them play se cond 
fiddle. The League, which is making the 
overtures, will undoubtedly endeavor to 
make it appear to the public that the A sso- 
ciation has made the advances, and the best 
thing the latter body can do Is to paddle its 
canoe separately, as it is now doing, and let 
the National League severely alone. 
PRESIDENT VON DER AHE INTER VIEWED. 

While President Von der Ahe of St. Louis, 
was in Cincinnati last week with his team, he 
was also seen by President Brush, who talked 
with him about compromising. It is 
said that Mr. Brush wants the Asso- 
clation to retire from Cinci nnati 
as one condition of the compromise, but 
President Vonder Ahe denies that. When 
the above defeats were stated to him this 
morningthe Browns’ President said: ‘‘Itis 
true thatI hadatalk with President Brush 
in which something was said about a com- 
promise, butit wasa mere general talk and 
nothing was done. It was at Cincinnati, and 
I think it was last Wendnesday. Mr. Brush 
had just returned from the East and 
stopped over a day in Cincinnati. He did not 
call on me, but we were stopping at the same 
hoteland happened to meet. Mr. Elli rson, 
one of the directors of his club, and Mr. Van 
Han, the Secretary of the team, were present 
at the time and we had a friendly chat and 
drink together. Mr. Brush remarked that 
the present base ball war would have to be 
stopped and a compromise effected, as con- 
tract breaking was going on and salaries haa 
gone so high that clubs could not 
afford to pay them. The talk 
was merely informal and there has really 
been nothing done toward settling the 
trouble. Nothing whatever was said con- 
cerningthe situation, but if any compromise 
is effected it was agreed that there would 
have to be some concessions made by both 
sides.’’ 

MANAGER BANCROFT TALKS. 

Manager Bancroft of the Cincinnati Associ- 
ation team was seen at the Lindell Hotel and 
when pinned down admitted that Mr. Brush 
had spoken to him in reference to a compro- 
mise. ‘‘It was a few weeks ago that he 
came up tome andsaid something on the 
subject and I referred himto President Kra- 
merasthe proper partytosee. I suppose 
nearly all the baseball managers believe that 
peace and a new national agreement are nec- 
essary, and it is likely that matters wil] 
eventually besettled. Mr. Brush was no 
doubt representing the Leagge in his talk, 
butI do not think that President Kramer 
committed himself for or against a compro 
mise, Mr. Kramer is a shrewd man 
and if the National League wants 
a compromise they will have to submita 
proposition to himin writing, as he will not 
let them make it appear that the Association 
is clamoring for peace, when thé overtures 
have really come from the other side. If any 
hew agreement is made no doubt Mr. Kramer 
will insist on having a hand in drawing it up, 
andifhe does youcan bet the Association 
willnot get any the worst of it, as none of 
them are any smarter than he is 
or know any more about law. 
There is by no means any certainty 
as yetofa comprmise being effected, and 
none will be on the conditions named by Mr. 
Brush. He wishes the Association to retire 
from Cincinnati, and this the Association 
willnotdo. The League can remain there, 
too, if they desire, but the Association clubs 
in Boston, Philadelphia and Oincinnati will 
have to be permitted to stay there and let 
the fittest club in each city survive in case 
there is not enough patronage in the places 
to support two teams, Cincinnati 
is an Association city beyond = ail 
doubt, and despite the disadvantages 
under which we labor, we have been doing 
far better than the League club there. I 
counted just fifty-three people at a League 
game the other day. The dispatches sent out 
from Cincinnati by the Associated Press are 
very unreliable, reducing our attendance 
and magnifying the League club’s. Next year 
we will do all the business if certain arrange- 
ments now on foot gothrough. The Associa- 
tion has taught the League a severe lesson, 
and hereafter they will not attempt any 
more,.such liberties with it. President Von 
der Ahe of the St. Louis Club is a fighter from 
away back, and he will never give in unless

TO-MORROW’S GAME. 

The second championship game between 
the St. Louis Browns and Mike Kelly’s Cincin- 
natis will take place to-morrow afternoon at 
Sportsman’s Park.
